V. Solar Permitting / Streamlining Process:

e Erica Johnson from Sullivan Solar presented its experience and difficulties with the City
permitting and inspection process. The presentation also provided some recommendations to
address the future growth of the solar industry.

e DSD staff noted its limitations in regards to current staffing levels.
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e There was suggestion from board members that a broader examination of potential problems
associated with the anticipating growth of the solar/distributed generation industry be added
to the agenda of a future meeting.

Motion by Jay Powell for the board to write letter to the Interim Mayor to support including
additional resources in the budget for Development Services Department to accommodate solar
industry permit processing and future growth in the distributed generation industry. Seconded by
Doug Kot. John Bumgarner recused himself. Passes with a majority vote of 9 to 1.
